least three engagements that oc 
curred in the opening weeks of 
the Civil War appear now to be 
definitely slated for re-enactment 
during the forthcoming centennial 
of the great American conflict, 
Karl S. Betts, executive director 
of the Civil War Centennial Com­ 
mission, announced here today.
